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S.M. police are awarded 3% salary increase 


The two items on the Sierra Madre City 
Council agenda that promised to develop into hot 
items fizzled out in small explosions in spite of the 
number of people who spoke to both subjects. 

After a short personnel meeting, the council 
returned to the chambers and Mayor Charles Corp 
announced that the final decision concerning Sierra 
Madre police salaries was as follows: 3% retro¬ 
active increase in salary beginning Jan. 1, 1985 
with an additional 1% of PERS making the total 
5%. The city will pay 5% of the employee’s share 
of 7%. He added that this contract is extended to 
January, 1986 when it expires. 

This announcement followed a string of police 
well-wishers who urged the council either vehe¬ 
mently or gently to raise Sierra Madre police 
salaries. 

Steve Abernethy, president of the local police 
association, laboriously recited the chronological 
events of the salary negotiations, beginning with 
their initial request for 25% raise with 3% PERS. 


The city has stood pat with 2% raise and 2% 
PERS until Tuesday evening when their final de¬ 
cision rumbled through the chambers. 

Interrogators of Group W Cable TV grumbled 
that they were not allowed to address the sub¬ 
jects they most wanted to discuss: deregulation 
and remote charges. Instead, Joe Biolsi, the cable 
system manager, said they could address service, 
system performance and community relations. 

He said service calls were completed within 
24 hours and phones were answered after three to 
five rings. They are now open form 7 a.m. to 7 
p.m. Monday - Friday, and 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
Saturdays. 

He recited all their good points, how their 
preventive maintenance policy had been successful; 
how they were producing and airing at least one 
show per week locally; they supported the local 
foundation and that they sponsored and supported 
Sierra Madre fund-raising programs. 

Several persons asked him about their increases 


in rates, whether those increases were legal, why 
the converters did not work properly. 

Biolsi mentioned that the newly added Nash¬ 
ville station was “one of our 40-odd stations,” 
and Robert Mathison quipped “Odd is right.” 
The audience laughed at that statement, but that 
was the only time they laughed. Mostly they were 
concerned about service or lack of it and even 
complained about personnel. 

Mayor Corp remarked to Biolsi that it was 
clear that Group W should “take advantage of 
what you’ve learned here tonight” and suggested 
they have a long way to go in accomplishing har¬ 
mony with the community. 

The proposed library expansion was turned 
down with only Councilman Tom Edwards in sup¬ 
port of the project that would cost the city 
$108,000 if the Library Services and Construction 
Act grant of $240,000 came through. 

Edwards’ subsequent motion to investigate 
if Community Redevelopment Agency funds could 


be used passed unanimously, so the possibility of 
expansion is not dead yet. 

Amelia Lopez at Touch o4' France has 30 days 
to implement her plan of serving tables out in 
front of her shop. Restrictions included the city’s 
receiving a certificate of insurance liability of $1 
million. 

City Administrator Jim McRea will follow the 
plan through, making sure the plan is workable. 
If so, Lopez will receive a permanent permit in 
30 days. 

Councilman Sam Simpson’s amendment to 
allow all cafes and sandwich shops the same permit 
died for lack of a second. 

Representatives of the U.S. Forest Service ex¬ 
plained the alternatives for servicing a request by 
KMAX to place some sort of tower in the mouti- 
tain area northeast of Sierra Madre. Rich Hawkins 
announced they had decided on alternative 3, a

Ascension and town... growing up together 
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By Catherine Turney 

A hundred years is a blink of the eye in 
world history, but to Sierra Madre and the Church 
of the Ascension, it represents an entire life. 

The village was four years old (1881) when 
the church was born (1885), and from the start. 
Sierra Madre took a lively interest in the welfare 
of the baby, as olten happens with an older 
brother or sister. On Feb. U), 1886, the day the 
little frame church held its first service, there was 
general rejoicing that the dedicated band of Epis¬ 
copalians had made the impossible dream come 
true. It was Sierra Madre’s first church and quite 
a bit of the social life centered around it. 

Twenty months later, when a fierce devil wind 
collapsed the sides of the church, the townspeople 
grieved as if the splintered wreckage belonged to 
each and every person in the community. How 
proud they were of the plucky group who gathered 
that same afternoon at the site of the catastrophe 
and pledged hard-earned money to rebuild! 

The Sierra Madre Vista reported the progress, 
sometimes lack of progress; the stained glass win¬ 
dow had finally arrived from England after months 
of delay; at long last the “beautiful little church 
on the hill’’ received its first coat of paint., etc., etc. 

This time, the church would withstand wind 
and rain, for architect Ernest Co.xhead’s monument 
to his Sussex childhood was built properly, the 
parishioners themselves doing the job, using native 
stone and wood, just as they did when building 
country churches iri England. Some of the artisans 
must have been shipbuilders, not surprising since 
so many Sierra Madreans came from the British 
Isles. If you can visualize the interior of the 
church turned upside down, it resembles the hold of 
a ship. 

The women of the parish held a ba/aar to 
raise money for the building — it poured rain 
after weeks of dry, hot weather — but the people 
harnessed up old Dobbin and drove through the 
treacherous adobe mud to the Town Hall where 
colorful booths had been set up. The Vista reported 
at length on the occasion. 

The women also raised money through plays 
and performances of Ciilbert and Sullivan operettas. 
Two of the parishioners, Drs. Fred and Arthur 
Gresham from England, were the matinee idols 
of the area. People packed the Town Hall lor all 
performances, rain or shine. 

It was decided to present a minstrel show, and 
judging by the box office take and the glowing 
reviews in the paper, it was a rousing success.

There was some genuine comedic and musical 
talent in the parish. Janet Stevenson (Mrs. Ran¬ 
dolph Wood), then aged 12, and Mabel Olsen sang 
a duet “If a Girl Like You Loved a Boy Like 
Me,’’ which was the hit of the show. 

After the church purchased a pipe organ, there 
were Evensong concerts and people flocked to at¬ 
tend them. Dean Bode, serving as rector and or¬ 
ganist, was a fine musician and did a great deal 
for music appreciation in the community. 

In 1937 Perley Poore Sheehan, a motion pic¬ 
ture writer living in the town, designed a lynch 
gate for the church which was built in some¬ 
one’s backyard, then hoisted on a truck by people 
with strong backs and placed where it stands today. 

Mr. Sheehan landscaped a garden adjoining 
the church which he called St. Francis Park. 
Plants, shrubs and trees were sent from all over — 
the townspeople pitched in to plant and weed, and 
a tree nursery in Pasadena sent a crew to help get 
things in shape. It was truly a community effort. 

F^robably Ascension Parish involved the people 
of the city to the greatest degree during the 21) 


years (1949 to 1969) when the Sisters of The Com¬ 
munity of St. Mary took charge of Ascension Day 
School. Everybody loved the Sisters, regardless of 
religious preference. 

I'r. Smith, the rector for 22 years, who was 
responsible for bringing them here, was equally 
beloved. Sierra Madreans were not likely to forget 
him. His assumption of invulnerability when he was 
behind the wheel of his car became legendary, as 
was his belief that stop signs were there for other 
people, not the rector of The Church of the As¬ 
cension. 

Things were not always rosy with the church — 
thcic were some low periods which no one wants 
to ivmember — but that is part of the growing up 
process. 

Now Ascension is in one of the high periods, 
thanks to the unflagging determination of Fr. Behm 
to bring it back to its rightful place in the Los 
Angeles Diocese of the Episcopal Church. 

It is gratifying to everyone that the first 100 
years can be celebrated with banners flying.

SAN PASQUAL 
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14day cruise takes vacationers 
to area as first tourists 


This article is a continuation in the series begun 
in last week’s edition of The News. Ed. 

♦♦♦ 

Almost everyone knows what “Aloha” means. 
Few know its fellow term, “Kaselehia,” which is 
Micronesian for “Hello,” “Goodbye” and “Bless¬ 
ings On You.” 

The people of Micronesia are invariably warm 
and friendly, although shy on first contact. 

The ones we met on our 12-day cruise, aboard 
the small ship Thorfinn which could maneuver in 
the treacherous reefs, looked fierce and even mur¬ 
derous on first meeting. A simple, pleasant “Hello,” 
however, lit their eyes and spread to radiant smiles 
with a responding “Hay-lo.” 

We were among the first tourists these people 
had met and their curiosity was as great as ours. 
My blue eyes and those of my husband were 
especially intriguing to these brown-eyed, brown¬ 
skinned people. After seven days in Truk Lagoon, 
snorkling and scuba diving in one of the world’s 
most fabulous underwater gardens created by some 
60 sunken Japanese ships from World War ll, we 
sailed to Oroluk Atoll. 

The ship, which had no stabilizers, pitched 
and yawed vigorously in the open seas and strolling 
about decks became more like drunken staggering. 
We felt like a well-staffed hospital ship when the 
first mate fell, slicing his arm in a spectacular 
fashion and was immediately anesthetized and 
stitched up by the five doetors onboard among 
the passengers, inciuding an anesthesiologist from 
Arcadia Methodist Hospital. 

We explored the atoll in a small boat launched 
from the ship, including one shallow reef where 
we waded in water to our knees for of a mile 
to a Japanese freighter sitting high and dry on the 
reef at an impossible angle, marooned by faulty 
navigation two years past, its prow still pointing 
hopefully to the deep waters beyond. 

A ruby red sea urchin guarded its flank and 
innumerable shells and corals nested in the shallow 
waters. A 5-ft. shark belly-flopped a desperate 
passage across the barrier, seeking refuge beyond its 
temporary prison. 

On Uman Island, in Truk Lagoon, we had 
attended a stiek dance, presented by the natives 
in honor of our visit. A throwback to more tierce 
times, the dance was an intricate display ot war¬ 
like violence, stave clashing on stave with enough 
force to strike large splinters from the mango wood. 

One in every 10 of the women wore no 
clothing above their waists and many of the children 
were free and naked, their lovely bodies unencum-

bered by coverings. Here, the revealing of a wom¬ 
an’s thighs was taboo and we were careful to 
cover our swimsuits with long shorts, in deference 
to their customs. 

Tucked away among the thatched huts and 
occasional buildings with corregated tin rooting 
were moss-covered Japanese cannons and dank, 
dripping remains of wartime bunkers, offering a 
strange contrast to the primitive environs. 

On the island of Fefan we were caught in a 
violent downpour and were invited into a “family 
house,” with a roof but no siding. The village 
children continued their basketball game, un¬ 
concerned as the deluge continued. Rain is so fre¬ 
quent, it is a part of life, and a welcome one, 
refreshing in the hot and humid climate. 

Oroluk was inhabited by four Polynesian men 
from Kapingamarangi, stationed on the island to 
guard their tribal property. They had cleared the 
undergrowth from their jungled environ and, en¬ 
hanced by its cluster of thatched wikahlaps, it was 
so lovely, a landscape architect’s heart would ache 
with envy. 

Our next stop. Sand Island, was a tiny, treeless 
islet inhabited by a large colony of nesting boobies 
who allowed us to walk right up to them, ner¬ 
vously shifting from one green or blue foot to the 
other in anxiety, but sticking by their precious 
eggs. Here, we snorkled for cowries and beach 
combed for small shells, while the birds eyed us 
with curiosity. 

Our last visit before our final destination of 
Ponape was Ant Atoll, where we beachcombed, 
watching as half the shells scuttled about the sand. 



propelled by their hermit crab inhabitants. One 
large tree boasted a giant fluted clam shell and I 
claimed it, staggering down the beach with my 
precious burden. When we returned to the ship, 
our marvelous gourmet cook exclaimed, “You 
found my shell!” She had placed it in the tree 
two months past, but had found an even larger 
one since. 

Other treasures from Ant Atoll included pink 
cowries, wonderfully patterned cone and auger 
shells and bi-valves in pinks and lavenders, along 
with vividly striped snail shells from the beach and 
several beautiful shells offered by natives. The 
price: $l each. 


Nights brought a sky full of strange con¬ 
stellations, including the Southern Cross and some¬ 
times rocket flares would light the darkness as 
ships attempted to cross reef barriers in the night. 
We wished them well, thinking of the fate of the 
Japanese freighter. 

At last we sailed for Ponape, “The world’s 
most beautiful island.” Our final article on Mic¬ 
ronesia will tell the tale of how we found fellow 
former Sierra Madreans abiding in this “Paradise 
of the Pacific,” and marvelous, mysterious ruins 
from a time gone by.
